The purses to l>e 
given will be on a par with those of the other tracks 
••n the circuit, while a nunilter of stakes will he run 
at rach meeting. When the application is made for 
afliliation. dates will be askist f«ir by the club for 
next summer to bold ni<*etings followiug those at 
Klue Bonnets.

oiiiduct racing, but to Imild an amusement park and 
to hold an annual fair tiuring the month of Septeiu- 
Iter each .rear. The exhibition of live stock, ma- 
chinery. horse shows, agricultural industries and 
tlalry iH-taliicts will lie catered to, with premiums 
exteeding any ever given In the province of Quelatc 
During the summer mouths the grounds will be used 
as a puldh* picnic |tark.

Risk Private a High Class Horae Throughout Five 
Tears of Strenuoua Racing. 



In the .rear IWtS i|uite a liand of liettei than or- 
dinary two-year-olds were iutroiliM'ed to an appre- 
elatlvb public ill American racing. There was Sir 
Martin, which that y<*ar won $7K59n and the next 
year but for falling while rounding Tatteuham Cor- 
ner would iirolialily have n-ou the Kpsoni Derby; 
Fits Herla*rt. which subseguently liecame the un- 
■luevtioned champion racer of this country; Maskette. 
<aie of the liest tillies known in our racing; Mediant, 
whk-h was taken to England and won the Steward’s 
Cup at t.oodwiaid: Trami*. whose aeries of bitterly 
contestiHl raei-s with Fitx Herla»rt were truly 
remarkable: Fayette, which was Sir Martin's stable 
mate and but little iiifi*rior to him, and such otlwr 
extremel.v s|a*e«iy oin*s as Helmet. .Melisamle, Mon- 
fort. Field .Miaise. Higli Private. Joe Madden, Hi- 
larious. Suffragette. Fashion Plate. Uos<> (Juivii. 
SHectmau. a gisal winnei' in England last year and 
this. Madman. Hairigati. Ibi.val Captive and Simeoc. 
tif all thesi- celebrities High Private lias best with- 
stoial the wear and tear of time and is toda.v one 
of the iwoved bi‘st handicap horses of the American 
turf. 

High |•rivale was l»red by Freil Forsyth© and 
starteil in racing in his colors. His debut was in the 
Catiarsie Stakes al .\i|iieiluet .\pril 2.'(. lists. Fitz 
Herbert had already made his mark in racing and 
was a «i to favorite. High Private opened at 2<) 
to I and from a higli i|uotatiou of :>t to 1 went to 
the lawt at 12 to 1. the necessary’ inference lieing 
that his owner and friends profited greatly when be 
ran away from Fitz llerlM'rt and won from the lat- 
ter by six lengths. «viv«*riug the half mile of the 
ra«-e in ;4HSi. xn,. ",Mal impression then createil was 
eiiliaiM-isI when he won the Oreenlicld Stakes of 
four and a half furlongs at Jamaica Ma.v ., and in 
ilefeating the Nencastb* Stable's fast erdt Prei-ep-

traek rts’-a-d. His next start was in tlie l.aureate 
Stakes, tive-cighths of a mile straight, al Ik'lmont

|Mwnds l<i in-r 1<I7. Then in* fell lame from some 
olittenre intirmity that has troidded him from time 
to time ever since and a bright prosiiective career 
was temiMirarilr diiiiiiM’d. He was not startetl 
again until August s ;uid th<*n ran nnplaeetl in the 
Saratoga Siss-ial. won b.v Sir .Martin, with Wed- 
tliilg Ib*lla scs-iHid ami .Mediant third. He ran twice 
more that year without sms-ess and was retired. 

As a three-year old High Private ranked high, 
winning tifte<*n ra<s-s and Iteing l>ut once unplaced in 
twenty-three starts. He was not well engagml In 
stake races ami tigiire<l niaiiil.v in overnight hamli- 
cM|K< and allowance piirs4*s. But lieing taken to San 
Frauc’isco late in IfaiS he i-anie out at Oakland earl.v 
in l9tHt and there won the l.issak Hamlieap at a 
mile, the Palace Hotel Hamli<-ap at a mile and an 
eighth, and the California Derby at a mile and a 
ouarter. all of these events being heavy track eoii- 
testa. His only other stake race won was the South 
obi Handicap al Jamaica. Ib'loInT 16. In tlie Cali- 
fornia Derby lie trinni|dns| over Sam Hildreth's .I<s? 
Madden. whi<-h afterwards procsl the chief moin-.v 
winner of the year. Tom Hayward. .M:tdmaii. ami 
Palo .Mto. In the l.issak and Palaei* H<del Handi 
eaps he tk'fealml sncli good raeers as Firestone. I.iglii 
Wmd. .%rase<-. Doraide. Colonel Ja«-k. Smile.v Cor 
tiidt.

High Private snff**r«-d Interniitteiitl.v from lani.’- 
ness when a four-year old and was seldom at his 
best, but the same gmal horse when lie was. He 
etarteil in slxte<*n races and won six. Five of thes- 
were purses, the other lieing the Exebnnge Haudicap 
at Jamestown, in wbieb he defeateti Reybourn, Guy 
Fisher and Huperstitiou at a mile and an eighth, over 
a alow track, in 1 :57. The next year he did better 
bv wiuniug niiM* races in twenty starts. He liegaii 
the year as the pr,i(s-rl.v of C. C. Smitlisoii. 1ml 
J. R. Waliiwriglil Isniglit liiiii in the summer ahd 
brougbl him west. At the Cliiireliill Downs. I.sHiis- 
vllle. fall meeting be wa« in gram! form and w<m 
the Shawnee Hamlieap from Cailtou G. and Cberrvola 
over a slow track, and tlie Falla CIt.v Handicap over 
a fast uue. In this he carried lUS pounds and ran

earidngs. The fact that the extremely fast horse. W'atervale. fell lame earlv in the racing year and had to 
Ik’ retired made a great difference In the fortunes of the stable, lie having stake engagements of which he 
certainly would have won his shan'. .However, in Rock View he possessed one of the liest two-year-obis of 
the year and .Mlssbm proved herself a worthy daughter of Rock Sand wlien she won the two-mlle Bowie 
Stakes from Sotemia at Pimlico in a graudl.v contested finish. The stable’s winners and earnings were as 
follows;

ula. 10-5: Helmet. 165: Messenger Boy, 98; Mary 
Davis. 115; .Meridian. 115. ami Moekler. 90. In Hie 
Shawnee he carriiHl 125 pounds to 107 on Carlton G. 
and Cberryola. In a purse race over the same track 
he carrieil 122 [xmuds and. setting the pace all the 
way. won at a mile and a sixteenth in l:44’1k. run- 
ning the first mile in 1 :58%. and beating I-eamence, 
106; Sandrian. 99; Mary Davis. 112. and Carlton U..

GOSSIP FROM EASTERM WINTER RVARTERS. 



New y<a-k, December 24. — John Whalen, who a 
season ago traiiieil the horses of August Belmont, 
has taken up his quarters at the Gravesend course 
of the Br<H)kl.vu Jockey Club with a useful stable. 
It is his iuteution to rest the horses during tbe win- 
ter months and make a racing start at the Pimlico 
meeting in the spring. 

The horses are quartereii In the liarns that weie 
wciipieil by Tliomas Welsh when he haudleil the 
big string of the Newcastle Stable. The string is 
made up of h«a-ses owm-d by different Interests ami 
is com|N>se<l of five likely two-year-olds and a .vear- 
liug. Flammarioii. David Gideon’s bay son of As- 
tronomer and Karma, is at the head of tbe string. 
He has alread.v improvtql greatly in appearance 
since lieiiig thrown out of training, and he gives 
promisi* of developing iulo a three-year-old of go«al 
quality. 

Buskin, a two-.vear-tdd ba.v gelding by Hamburg — 
Slipiiers. is one that was olitaiued from Harry Payio: 
Whitiie.v. and be lias alread.v shown tils worth. 
-%fter a rest through the cold imiutbs Whalen c<iii;i- 
deutly ex|s*cts to bring bim to t^ races well able 
to take care of himself in g<Mid company. 

Macaroni, a brown gelding by Hamburg — Flora 
-Mac. and accordingl.v a half-brother to Charles Ed- 
ward and Jaeoliite. comes next. During tiie racing 
season in Canada he went amiss, and he has u’lC 
.vet had a real opportunity to show his worth. He 
has a gisMi wa.v of going. 

Honey Be<‘. a bay lill.v b.v Hamburg — Hoiiiton. Is 
another that came frmu Mr. Whitney’s Brookdale 
Farm. She won several guo«l races during her eam- 
paign and was uos«*d out in others. She had to lie 
thrown out of training when taken sick. Init she 
has now rouudeil to and shows no l(ad effects of her 
campaign or lier illness. 

The remaining two-year-old is another filly, lieing 
Opowis-. h brown ilaiighter of Ilamlairg and Yankee 
Girl. Whalen had bad hick with her, t<K>. during 
the past seasiHi. Like her slalileniate. Honey Be,* 
slie has eiitirel.v recoi’crwl fniin her illness and a 
winter’s rest ought to bring her hack big and 
strong for the campaign of 1915. 

The .vearliug in the stable is a bay eolt. b.v 
tioldeu Maxim, that looks the racer from i*ver.v 
angle. He has not Im*«*ii askeil to do much, but ha i 
tlie size and conforiiiatiou that warrants tbe belief 
that he will make giaal. 

Sieve Lawler is another of the Gravesend colon.c 
with a public stable. He has an even half dozen and 
three of them are Piping Ro<*k snlwriptlon year- 
lings. ’Hii>se yomigsters are the black gelding b.v 
Eiei-liomsT — -Rose of Gold, drawn b.v William D. 
Tlioriiton. the ba.v eolt by Russell — Tlilstle Heather, 
and III© bay filly b.v Goldfinch — Rose Prim, both 
ilrawn li.v J. F. Carlisle. 

Tile Ehi-tioiieer — Rose of Gold gelding is the most 
striking in appearance. He stands fifteen bands 
iwo iiich<*s tall and is wmiderfull.v well put to- 
gether. A liead of ideal nmld is well set on a ne*’k 
of tine proportions. His shoulders are sloping ami 
iHiwerfiiil.v muscled, and he has a great depth 
tlirougli the heart. Quarters that indicate speed 
and legs carried well tinder him finish out a t.v'ie 
ealenlateii to rate well and endure. Lawler Is .juts 
iH'giniiiiig to handle him. and he has shown himself 
to Is* level-headed. 

Tin. Russell — 'I'histle Heather eolt Is a hlilf- 
broHier i€i that good race mare Muggins. He stands 
fifteen hands one inch now. and while not of as 
lieav.v a 1 ,v|m* as the EUs-tioniS’r eolt, is s.viiiniet 
rical and has a siiohjIIl wa.v of going. Ho will iin- 
dotibtedly «-«me to iiaml earl.v. Tlie Goldfinch — Rose 
Prim filly stands a bit taller than cllher of in- 
<-olis and she is built 011 particularly sliird.v lines 
f«H- a filly. Barring training ais-idents. she will la- 
read.v earl.v. and Lawler wouhi not la* siirpri-^ed 
should she la*at laith of Ihe colts in earl.v racing. 

The tliree older liorses in the barn are two-year 
olds. They are the ehesliint colt Carnill Reetj. by 
The Pieket —Little Ein: Ford Mai. by Clifford — Mai, 
and the bay gelding Joe Finn, liy Heno — Alchemy. 

Of this trio, Carroll Reed is the one most thought 
of b.v Lawler. He has never bem to the races, but 
he has shown enough to warrant bis being kept 
over for the winter, and unless eonforraation goes 
for iMithing he will ta- soinetliing lM*tter than a use- 
ful ilirce-.vear-tild next seastin. 

Max Ilirsch is iisiiall.v one of Ihe winter racing 
etdtiny, but tbls winter fiiitls him with a string of 
horses at Sbeepsbead Ba.v and be intends to let th.-m 
rest throughout the cold months. He has been as- 
signeif to the old Joyner barn. There are six In the 
Hlrsch lot, and while it is not a stable calculated 



to shine in the stake list, it ma.v la* that he will cut 
some figure where purses are hung up next season. 

Chuckles, a ebestniit son of Chilton and Cbarite. 
Is the best liaiker in the stable, and though he was 
something of a disappointment during the seasoti 
Just closed. Hlrsch ex|iects him to tlevelop Into a 
useful sort before he is next asked to race. He was 
bretl at the Wyndham Walden farm ami in the early 
spring he gave so nitieh promise that Fred Little 
field confitleuH.v expected that he would make a 
stake colt. But he failed to sta.v in racing, al- 
though sbtiwlng brilliant siieetl and scored only twice 
out of seventeen starts. 

War Horn, another in the stable. Is a brown cult 
by St. Avonicus — Eonie, and be was the best breail- 
wiuner »>f the establishment the past season. He 
has pickml up sinei* being thrown out of training. 

Big Dipper, a bay filly by Astronomer — Helen 
O’C., dltl not etime into tlie stable until late in tlie 
fall, but she won several races for Mr. Hlrsch. Sin- 
is small, hut knows how to run. and it is probabl*- 
that she will fill out considerably during her perbal 
of Idleness. 

Jonquil, a ba.v filly b.v Peter Pan — Jessant. Is a 
filly tHat did not show to advantage during tlie sea- 
son because she was of such a nervous ilis|Misititiii 
that she would ’’wasir’ away in the paddock. On 
trials she should have lieeii probably the best In the 
barn, but her nervousness could never lie cured. 
She may settle down as a result of being away 
from the races for the winter. 

.Marie T.. a filly by Ogden — Mariti. 1s a rac.v look 
Ing filly that did not have a real ehaiicv during the 
past season. She was on the ailing list most of the 
time and it is certain that when she is built up by 
her rest she will earn her way. 

The other menilH*r of the stable Is a yearling 
hnm-n Bll.v by Heiio — Bett.v Vinetmt. She is a par- 
ticularly sha|H*ly .voiiiigster. 

"Snapp«*r’’ Garristm has decidetl he does not want 
to go to Venezuela to train horses. When E. Sucre 
was buying horses to ship to South America Garri- 
scai all blit ehisctl a contract to ihi the training, but 
lie finally liecidetl that Venezuela Is too far away 
As a snl^litnte former Jockey Wrispen. who Is iiniler 
the ban b.v reason of a niling at Juarez, was ac- 
cepteiL Wrispen will ride as well as train the 
horses. ae<-urding to his contract. 

John Powers Is iiiuking preparations to race tlie 
J. L. Holland hors<*s at Charleston. He is in New 
York for the holidays and is confident that Mr. Pons 
and his associates will be able to conduct the meet- 
ing. 

S. W. Streett. veteran trainer, is om* of the Beu- 
niiig eohHiy this winter. He writt*s that the liors,*s 
at III© track of the Washington .Tocke.v Cliiii are 
iloiug well. He is particiilarl.v sweet on the appear 
aiK*e of tile August Belmont two-.vear-olds that 
Ixtiis Feiistal Is fitting for the rates tliere. He also 
reiiorts that the Roliert Davies string of ymingsters 
III charge of John Nixon, the veteran Canadian 
trainer, contains several that should make gissl 
racers. 

E._ Sucre, after making several piirt'liascs of horses 
at >'orfolk. lias lK*en looking aroiiutl the winter train 
ing quarters at Gravesenil ami Slieepsheail Bav. He 
has fiMiiid it well nigli iinimssihle to find what In* 
wants to fill out his Veut‘zu*'la consignment. The 
hors»*s piirchased at Norfolk showetl he was not in 
an.v manner fastidious wlieii it <-aiue to iiiaking III*.? 
pnrehases. Hi* offeri*d oni.v inialerate prie<*s. Imt in 
almost every instance he pahl full market value. 



ONE OF THE BUSIEST RACERS OF THE TEAR. 



Next to J. 11. .MeCarren’s (;aiiii*l. F. D. Weir's 
Helene lias been ||ie busiest racer of tlie .vear in 
AnH*rlca. Helene is a four-.vear-old dangbter of 
Hermis ami Bellaue anil w-|ieii at tier liesi is capable 
of beating a mighty gmal selling plater. Helene 
was the first of the get of her distiugnisbeil sire lo 
raie and likewist* the first to win. Sht* was first 
ra<-ed as a twu-year-old b.v W. S. Fausbawc. from 
n'htan Hie late F. II. Milden purchasetl her on the 
udviei* of F. D. Weir, his triiiiier. Slnirtl.v after en- 
tering the Weir establishment she won the Hright*>n 
Junior Stakes and sIh* has scortsl at frequent in- 
tervals ever since. She is especially gisid in iniid>j.v 
going, witli an .abilit.y 10 win at sprinting dislanci-s 
as well as over a considerable route. L|s>ii the death 
of Mr. Milden in tlie earl.v part of this year, sin- 
passed Into the iiossessiim of .Mr. Weir and she is 
now at Juarez with her stahleiiiHtcs. She is said lo 
greatly resemble her sire in conformation, although 
slie is a liay in color. Hermis was widely kiiotvn as 
the “Little Risl Horse.’’ In her three' seastais of 
racing. Helene has startetl in l:{9 races and her win- 
nings aimmnt to over $10.«N>6. The following tabula- 
tion shows her racing record by .vears:

HIGH WATER MARK OF SEASON REACHED TES- 
TERDAT IN RESPECT TO LATERR

SOME OF “FARMER BILL’S’’ STORIES. 



W. O. Scully has more of those “that reminds me’’ 
stories than most any one that ever grac^ a race 
track paddock- In the Jockey Club offices yesterday 
he sprung oue on Joseph E. Davis, who had asked 
him how Ills hcnoiea were doing at Benning. Benll.v 
liad Just came back from Washington fur tbe Chrirt- 
mas holidays. 

“.Matt Brady writes me that my liorses are doing 
mighty well,’’ said Mr. Davis. “What do you think 
of them?” 

“Yes. they an* doing mighty well,” admlitetl 
Scully, “but don’t think that they are going to win 
ail the races. 

“You know old John Uauiiigan once told Ctdonel 
Cla.r that be was going to win all tlie races. It was 
in 1879 when Fonso and Luke Blackburn were two- 
year-olds. Cohinei Clay came down from Le.xingtoo 
with a book of the meeting ami asked Haiinigan to 
look it over and see Just w-hat be tliougbt of it. 
John started with the first race and he went riglit 
through that liook naming the bors^ that was going 
to win each purse. The last day tliere was a con- 
solation race for horses tliat had not won at the 
meeting. Wlieii he came to it be said: ‘Why. 

Colonel we won’t have anything to start in that 
race.’ 

“We all went up to I.«xingti>n from Paria ami 
walked seyenteeii horses that were to win ail tbe 
races that twenty-oiie miles. Tlie first day Hanni- 
gan started three and all three were beaten. The 
second day he started twti anti they were both 
lieaten. .VIong about the third da.v Ik* put boys on 
riMHit ten of the lot and sent tlM*m back to the farm.

I’ve lieeii trying ever since to 
hgure lait Just bow long It took the nigger to pay 
for tlie horse.”

Kentucky Colonel was favorite, that Si-ully en- 
iH»niu-eil fnMii tla- lawn that to Hie liest of Uis knowl- 
edge and la*Mef Kentnck.v Colonels hail been trying 
to beat Jolin Barle.vi-orn fiw more than a linndred 
years.
